AFRAID OF CHAMBERLAIN. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 11.—A dispatch to the 


Times from Paris says: The British gen- 
eral election is exciting a good deal of 
interest and comment In continental Eu- 
rope. The opinion is universal that It Is 
a personal triumph for Mr. Chamberlain, 
and that If he becomes predominant In 
the British Government an era of aggres- 
sion and Jingoism will be inaugurated 
which will seriously threaten the peace of 
Eurcpe. 


In France especially are sober men anx- 


ious. It is felt that if in future difficul- 
ties arising out of Newfoundland, Slam, 
Afiica, etc., the negotiations are In the 
hands of Mr. Chamberlain, war may be 
easily provoked, especially aa Charrber- 
laln is likely, as in tht case of the Trans- 
vaal, to refuse all compromise and to of- 
fer to settle on the basis of absolute sur- 
render by the other party. 


After Kashoda, France will never again 


b:,ck down completely, and with Cham- 
berlain at the British helm things are 
likely to go to extremes.

"I shall hand down a written opinion 


within the next few days," Judge 
Humphreys said from the bench, "In 
which I shall hold that the three de- 
fendants are liable as trustees for the 
sum of $35,000 with Interest at six per 
cent from the time they first received 
it until the present day. I believe from 
the evidence given by the defendants 
themselves that they have been guilty 
of fraudulent conspiracy, 
and

Leading McKinley Men With Sam 


Parker Talk on the Election 


Issues. 


rv'HE Republicans of Kalthl and vi- 


fi cinlty gathered In great force on 


the lawn of the residence nf W. R. 


Sims last night. The grounds were beau- 
tifully Illuminated with lanterns and 
torches. Soon after. 7 o'clock a torch- 
light procession started from the Tram- 
way stables led by a marching club of 
100 volunteers in uniform and by a con- 
stantly Increasing crowd and ending 
with busses brilliantly lighted and car- 
rying cheering crowds of voters. Ar- 
riving at the meeting place cheering 
for the Republican party it found a 
large number of persons waiting to 
hear the speakers. 


The club is officered by B. P. Zablan, 


Peter Nalual and S. K. Aki. On the 
veranda were seated a large number of 
ladles and the following persons: CoL 
Parker, W. C. Achl, George R. Carter, 
L. L. McCandless, Junlus Kaae, Enoch 
Johnson, J. C. Lane, T. McCants Stew- 
art, 
J. L. Holt, W. J. Coelho, Wong 


Leong, M. Mahelona, H. L. Holstein, 
Peter Kealakaihonua, R. C. A. Peter- 
son, J. Kalana, and others. 


OPENING OF MEETING. 


The meeting was opened with a stir- 


ring address from W. R. Sims, who, at 
its end, introduced Junius Kaae as the 
chairman of the evening. Mr. Kaae 
was received with great applause, and, 
after some remarks complimenting Ka- 
lihi Republicans on the fine demonstra- 
tion it made, he introduced W. C. Achi, 
whose speech was constantly interrupt- 
ed with applause. At his first mention 
of Col. Parker as "the cow-boy of Ha- 
waii," the applause was followed by a 
great outburst of cheering, which con- 
tinued several moments. 


George R. Carter was next introduc- 


ed, and the applause with which he 
was received showed his great popular- 
ity. 
He compared the meeting to polit- 


ical meetings of the past, and captured 
his audience by saying that it was a 
surprise to him, although he knew that 
the Kalihi people do things on a grand 
scale. He then took up the Republican 
platform and discussed it at length.

In the course of 


his speech, he read a letter of con- 
gratulation from President McKinley. 
The Colonel predicted the triumph of 
the Republican party In the States, and 
pledged himself, If elected, to do all in 
his po\\er through President McKinley 
and the party to promote the best in- 
terests of the Territory. He took up 
McClanahan's claim, in his Orpheum 
speech, that he and the President ar« 
not on friendly terms, and, amidst 
constant laughter and applause, h* 
showed that the lawyer did not know 
what he was talking about. He ended 
his speech with an appeal for united 
effort, untiring work and a straight 
vote.

XA. So Hartwell Shows the 
Fallacy of the Contention Thai 
the Former Follows the Latter. 


(From Saturday's Daily) 


Judge A. S. Hartwell, one of the two 


or three men who stand at the head of 
the legal profession 
In these Islands, 


was asked to give his views to the pub- 
lic on the Constitutional questions rais- 
ed by the Marshall and Edwards cases 
and did so as follows: 


"I have considerable doubt about the 


jurisdiction of the Federal court under 
the provisions of the Organic Act to set 
aside the final judgment of the Terri- 
torial Supreme Court. I have express- 
ed that doubt in a brief argument I 
was permitted to present to Judge Es- 
tee before whom that question is now 
pending. 


"The Territorial courts are as much 


bound by the Constitution as is the 
Federal 
court. 
As pointed 
out by 


United States District Attorney Baird 
In his able argument before Judge Es- 
tee in this matter, the ordinary Terri- 
torial courts try cases exclusively with- 
in the Jurisdiction of the U. S. District 
Court as 
well 
as Territorial 
cases 


proper.

"There is no doubt that the U. S. 


Constitution has been in force since 
June 14 last when the Organic Act took 
effect which declared, in Section 5, 
'that the Constitution shall have the 
same force and effect in the said Ter- 
ritory as elsewhere in the United 
States.1 


"The Marshall case raises the ques- 


tion whether the constitution had the 
same force and effect prior to June 14 
and after July 7, 1898, the day of the 
approval of the Annexation resolution.

RESOLUTION THE GUIDE. 


"The 
Newlands resolution took effect 


under the general law from the date of 
its approval. From that date until the 
formal ceremonies in Hawaii on August

All acts of the Courts, or 
Executive, or Legislative department 
of the Republic of Hawaii not in con- 
formity with the requirements of the 
Newlands resolution between July 7 
and August 12, were precisely as in- 
valid as any framed after the latter 
date.

CaJlt for funds are being made on the Ab- 


sociated Banks from the South and West, and estimates of the amount of cur- 
tency shipped directly or transferred through the Treasury this week were fully 
eqval to the $7,000.000 lost in this way a week ago. It Is, however, noted that over 
$3,OCO,000 of gold has oeen transfened through the Treasury from San Francisco 
tc New York thig week. Another poor bank statement is expected 
today, and, 


•while bankers generally feel that no severe pinch In the money market la likc'1%. 
the curtailment of supplies of funds causes a very firm tone, while the demand 
for time loans la also much brisker 
This Is particularly true in regard to ar- 


rangements running over the election or January 1. In some cases lenders are 
not making such loans, and the quoted rates are 3 1-2 to 4 per cent for thirty days, 
4 1-2 to 5 per cent for sixty to ninety days and 5 per cent for anything beyond the 
latter period. There is also more scrutiny of collateral, and loans on industrials 
command an advance over the rates for those on mixed securities. Commercial 
paper is firmer, and the advance of rates has attracted some fresh outside buy- 
ing. The supply of prime paper Is also better. Rates are based on 4 1-2 to 5 per 
cent for double names. Call money has been fairly plentiful at 1 1-2 to 2 per cent, 
the latter being the figure adopted in a majority of cases. 


WORKERS AND WAGES IN HAWAII. 


A dispatch from Honolulu says that the laborers who continue to work on the 


plantations will not do more than 75 per cent as much labor per day as they did 
when they were under contract. 
In addition to this, wages have gone up nearly 


five dollars a month. The planters do not consider the situation satis factory; but 
how about the laborer^? Would not most of us prefer to have our labor hours 
shortened and our wages Increased.' That is what annexation was intended to do.

ELECTION WILL AFFECT HAWAII'S FINANCES.

MURDERER'S TIME 


ON EARTH SHORT 


Supreme t'onrt I'eniH- 
huji- 


hara's Petition tor Habi-as 


i orpu- 


Unless a writ: of error is sued out to 


the Supieme Court by the attorneys of 
Fujihara Oriemon, 
the Japanese who 


was found guilty some months ago at 
Hllo of murder in the first degree, will 
suffer the extreme penalty of the law 
on Friday n-ext. On Saturday the Su- 
preme Court handed down its decision 
on the application for a writ of habeas 
corpus brought some time ago refusing 
to grant the writ, but Intimating that a 
writ of error is the proper course for 
the defendant to pursue 
in order to 


have his case reviewed. 


The opinion of the court Is written by 


Justice Galbraith and is concurred In 
by Chief Justice Frear and Justice Per- 
ry. The questions of law decided are 
as follows: 


First, a prisoner who has been prop- 


erly and legally sentenced cannot be re- 
leased on habeas corpus simply because 
there is an imperfection or. ambiguity 
in the mittimus; when placed In proper 
custody he Is thereafter restrained by 
virtue of the judgment and not by the 
mittimus. Secondly, the statutes of the 
territory 
make ample provision for 


bringing the record of the Circuit Court 
before the Supreme Court for review. 
The writ of habeas corpus cannot be 
made to serve su< h purpose. 
Third, a 


prisoner sentenced by a court ha\ inp 
jurisdiction of the crime charged and of 
the prisoner is not entitled to his dis- 
chnrge <>n habeas corpus unless it af- 
nrmnti\cl> appears that the judgment 
under w h i c h he is confined Is void. 


Fujihara was sentenced for the mur- 


der of a fellow countryman named Sa- 
kuda Mlnezo at Hamakua, Hawaii, last 
March 
When Judge Little sent down 


the mittimus to High Sheriff Brown it 
was disoo\fi(d 
that the Judge had 


commended the soul of the Sheriff to 
the mercy of the Almighty and not that 
of the condemn' i' man. and It was as a 
result of this that the case was appeal- 
ed. it being alar, alleged that the Grand 
Jury which mdi< t.-d Fujihara and the 
Petit Jury whu h i n n \ l < ted him were il- 
legally drawn. 


Fujihara was originally sentenced to 


be hanged on September 21st, but on 
the strength of his application to the 
Supreme Court for a writ of habeas 
corpus he was reprle\ed until Friday, 
October 26th
